state, justice, commerce and labor— 
in the annual amply bill for the 
fiscal year, 1931, totaling $113,799,- 
286, reported today to the house by 
its appropriations committee. 
Greater outlays were allowed for 
penal Institutions and law enforce­ 
ment under the justice department;

MRS. WILLIAM J. BRYAN. 


Mrs. William Jennings Bryan spent • great portion 
of her life In Lincoln, where she was greatly loved 
for her qualities of neighborliness, her Interest in civ­ 
ic matters, her devotion to measures which she be­ 
lieved would result in progress. 
She was a woman of great charm and intelligence. 
How much truth there was In the innumerable 
stories of IIM help and assistance which she gave to 
her distinguished husband will never be known. Cer­ 
tainly in the arduous, nerve-wracking experiences of 
national campaigns she was a source of great inspira­ 
tion and comfort to Mr. Bryan. 
No matter how 
harsh and brutal the criticism of political opponents; 
no matter how crushing the disappointment of hopes 
and expectations, her faith in him and in the wisdom 
of the policies which he advocated so eloquently was 
never shattered. 8he was by his side, cheering him. 
sustaining him strengthening him for new battles 
and new conquests on behalf of the masses who had 
his utmost sympathies. 
Even those who differed sharply with 
William 
Jennings Bryan would not question the devotion which 
he gave those causes. He believed In them passionate­ 
ly unwaveringly, and he was ready to go down Into 
the valley of defeat with a smile upon his lips lf 
championship of 
those measures called I or such 
sacrifice. 
The people of Lincoln—some of them at least—will 
always retain that picture of Mr, and Mrs. Bryan 
which marked the cloee of the campaign of 1908 Tm 
weeks Mr. Bryan, as the standard bearer of his par­ 
ty, had been upon the stump. He had spoken to 
thousands, who thrilled to the golden notes of his 
voice, who were fascinated with the oratory in which 
he had no equal, and he had come home to v o te - 
worn by the herculean tasks of that great struggle. 
Thousands surrounded the balcony of the Lincoln 
hotel from which Mr. Bryan was scheduled to deliver 
his address. They were packed in the square of the 
city hall as densely as It was possible for people to 
be. The gloom of night was relieved by the biasing 
flares (4 red light. Mr. Bryan came to the front ot 
the balcony, spoke briefly of the issue of the cam­ 
paign, and then closed his appeal to the home folks 
with the most eloquent tribute to Mrs. Bryan. 
It 
was her triumph. She came to the fore of the bal­ 
cony and bowed to the cheering throngs. 
On the 
following day the voters of Lincoln gave Mr. Bryan 
the only triumph which he ever won in this city in 
a national contest for the presidency. Possibly hun­ 
dreds of men who went to the polls to east their bal­ 
lots carried with them the picture of th%i gallant 
woman, who stood by the side of her gallant and 
handsome husband in acknowledgement of the roar­ 
ing cheers which swept over that open air audience. 
It has been said very frequently that the world 
never appreciates the true influence of womanhood In 
shaping the course of events in history. That reflec­ 
tion Is revived when Mrs. 
Bryan Is recalled. Her 
husband, defeated for 
the 
presidency as he was, I 
nevertheless exerted a most profound influence upon 
national policies and legislation throughout the en­ 
tire period of his twenty-five years of activity in na­ 
tional politics. 
Part of 
it 
belongs to Mrs. Bryan. 
She was his most trusted counsellor and advisor. 
But here in Lincoln her friends like to think of 
Mrs. Bryan, not as the gifted, brilliant woman who 
aided her husband to win a permanent and enduring 
place in American history but as a neighbor and a 
mother, in which she exemplified the highest quali­ 
ties of character. Site was generous and kind and 
sympathetic and thoughtful. 
8he was steadfast In 
noble ideals. She was a devoted mother, whose first 
interest was her children and 
her home and her 
church. 
We fancy those constituted the memories 
which were dearest to her in the last years of her 
life*_______________

WHEN WIRELESS WAR NEW. 
What was originally known (timely as wireless te­ 
legraphy. Is just about of age; that Is to say. It was 
twenty-one years ago. on January -23. 1909. that It 
received its first real test. and the value of the dis­ 
covery, for which Marconi is given principal credit, 
was impressed upon the mind of the world. 
On the date mentioned the Atlantic liner, Republic 
was rammed and sunk near Nantucket light ship lr/ 
the steamer, Florida. 
The Marconi operator, Jack 
Binna, who immediately became a world hero, sent 
out the call. “C. Q. D ." which was at that time the 
code* signal for aid. and .several steamers immediately 
rushed to the scene. They saved 761 lives, this being 
the first time that the wireless was ever used in such 
an emergency. The accounts of the sinking of the 
Republic and the manner in which its passengers 
and crew were rescued created an immense sensation 
and the value of the Marconi invention was recog­ 
nised the world ovei. 
Probably no great scientific discovery was ever de­ 
veloped to such a tremendous extent in the same 
length or time as has been that of Marconi. We have 
talked to both the North Pole and the South Pole 
and have sent messages around the world. This week 
the people of the United States listened to the voice 
of the king of England, which was carried on the 
ether to the remotest corners of the earth. Residents 
of South Africa, Australia and India listened to the 
words of their emperor, whom few had ever heard 
before. 
Since Jack Blnns sent out that first call, hundreds 
of similar ones have been heard and responded to 
and almost countless men, women and children have 
been saved from watery graves. In the frigid wastes 
of the north tremendous service has been rendered 
by the wireless, and on Robinson Crusoe's island, 
Juan Fernandes, off the coast of Chill. Ailing mem* 
hers of the colony have their cases diagnosed and 
prescribed for by a physician in Valparaiso, sixty miles 
away, the pharmacist on the island putting up the 
medicines. 
The utilitarian uses of the discovery are so multi­ 
tudinous that it would be difficult to enumerate 
them, probably not the least of these being the keep­ 
ing of people at home. This of course refers to the 
entertainment feature, which has within the last few 
years become so prominent. 
The really important 
thing, however, is the ability of every ahip afloat to 
keep in constant communication with all the r a t of 
the world, this being for the first time emphasised 
just twenty-one years ago.

MAKING BEST I SE OF MAIL SERVICE. 
Postmaster GtUaspie's suggestion to Lincoln busi- 
1 1 inn* that some of them are not availing them- 
fives ot the facilities for quick mail service and par­ 
cel post shipments to the territory surrounding this 
city ought to find a ready response. Concerns in the 
merchandising business cannot afford 
to overlook 
macers of this kind, which may spell the difference 
between profit and loss in their operations. 
As Mr. Gillaspie points out, the departure of many 
trains from Lincoln is .so timed as to afford the op­ 
portunity for return shipments to customers out in 
the state on the same day when orders tor goods are 
received. In order to take advantage of this, how­ 
ever, a business establishment 
must be wideawake 
aud Its routine systematized in relation to the time 
tables. 
Instead of handling commercial correspondence en 
masse and preparing goods for consignment just as 
the orders happen to come in, the postmaster urges 
that each firm sort over its incoming mail early In 
the morning and give first attention to getting ship­ 
ments ready for dispatch on trains that leave dur­ 
in g the middle part of the day. This is good advice, 
and something which every wideawake house should 
be doing on Its own Initiative. H ie same rule should 
apply to correspondence. 
People In the smaller towns who are doing busi­ 
ness with Lincoln manufacturers and merchants will 
be more likely to increase their patronage if their 
letters are promptly answered and lf they receive 
goods ordered without unnecessary delay. Wherever 
it is possible to send reply letters or 
parcel post 
package* out the same day the inquiries and orders 
come in, It is greatly to the Interest of every Lincoln 
establishment to see that this Is done. 
Firms that take special pains to get their outgoing 
mail into the postoffice ahead of 'th e 
daily “peak 
load” will reap a corresponding advantage In the 
service they receive. It will mean some trouble and 
perhaps a little extra expense to do so. but the re­ 
turns should make it worth while. ' 
Co-operative effort by Lincoln's postal force and 
(joe cnamber of commerce will help to Improve con­ 
ditions In this regard, now that Postmaster Gilles­ 
pie has brought this city's superior mail facilities to 
the notice of the business public. 
As time goes on. and the airmail is further de­

Every phase of human activity is filled with glib 
theories. Arising out of the confused welter of ideas 
of modern life, they occasionally rise from haphasard 
expressions to sincere beliefs of wide numbers of 
people. Society, lacking 
time for 
meditation and 
careful though^ falls to evaluate such ideas. The 
theories often gain a firm hold on the general public. 
One of the most vicious misinterpretations of mod­ 
ern life today is what might be called the “standard 
of living" theory. 
It is a theory related alike by 
youth and age although it primarily affects youth. It 
is the theory that American young people have de­ 
veloped a higher standard of living. It Includes the 
1 belier that they cannot be satisfied without main­ 
taining life on that plane. It Involves the assumption 
that no couple should be married until the wage- 
earning member has attained a position capable of 
maintaining a moderately high standard of living. 
As a corollary of this it has tended to set back from 
five to ten years the age of marriage. 
Biologically a reaction has begun to set in against 
this tendency. Students of social life are beginning 
to point to undesirable developments of modern life 
which they attribute in part at least to this delay 
in marriage. Economically, the country is whole­ 
heartedly behind the theory. 
The theory is a mere subterfuge. The real theory, 
the real basis upon which the suppositions outlined 
above have been erected is less commendable. Its 
true basis lies in the desire of 
youth to start with 
what others have attained by struggle. It is the de­ 
sire to start where others left off. 
Its foundations 
lie also In the desire of parents that their children 
start with the position which the parents have at­ 
tained. In the attitudes of parents and young people 
alike, it is a vicious extension of the pernicious doc­ 
trine of ' keeping up with the Joneses.” 
The foundations of the theory are not a new form 
of human idealism. They are exemplification* of hu­ 
man selfishness. 
Carried out, they make a formid­ 
able threat to some of the most priceless heritages 
of earlier American tradition. They set a barrier to 
that development of rich characters 
which comes 
where a man and woman strive together for the a t­ 
tainment of common ends, each giving up material 
needs for the enrichment of family life. 
They en­ 
courage false demands upon life for material well 
being. 
They stimulate youth, 
not to save, but to 
spend. 
They encourage youth not to give up for 
others but to desire for self. They Increase the focus 
on the economic side of life; turning attention fur­ 
ther from social, cultural, and spiritual aspects of 
life. 
* 
• 
America needs to re-evaluate its social theories no 
less than Its other interests. The ideal of a high 
standard of living is desirable. It should not be made 
the cover for development of attitudes destructive of 
the richer development of human character.

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A BLOODLESS KNIFE. 
Development of a "bloodless” surgical knife was 
discussed recently by the director ot patents of a 
Chicago firm. The knife, through the use of an 
electric current generated by 
radio 
vacuum tubes 
sears arteries as incisions are made, and prevents 
flow of blood, he stated. 
The practicability of the instrument has yet to be 
proved. But its development is indicative oi the my­ 
riad of mechanical and scientific aids to comfortable 
living which can yet be developed. Especially is this 
true in the realm of surgery. The medical field has 
gone a long ways from the age in which its sole art 
was that of "bleeding" and it possessed no true sci­ 
ence at all. 
Inadequate as medical science may be tor the full 
prevention and cure of bodily ailments, it has been 1 
a significant contributor to an assurance of life and 
well-being. 
Faulty as may be the economical struc­ 
ture around which medical practice has been erected. 
it still remains one of the really vital boons to mod­ 
em life. 
The scientists of medicine have 
constantly been 
widening the range of Its scope and increasing its 
facilities for relief of pain. Anesthetics made mod­ 
ern surgery possible. Today scientific 
medicine is 
seeking anesthetics which will be lew unpleasant to 
the patient. 
The person under an anesthetic won’t know wheth­ 
er he is being operated on with a "bloodless" knttf 
or not. 
If the instrument proves practicable how­ 
ever, it should be a retv» cia lion to know that sn ad 
ditional device for the protection of 
the patient*, 
safety in an operation is being employed. It is com­ 
forting to sick and well alike to know that persistent 
research into every phase of medical and surgical 
effort is steadily improving its resources for the care 
of physical lrailty.

The Threat of the Coconut Cow. 
LINCOLN. Neb, Jan. 20. 
To the' editor of The Lincoln 
Star; The flooding of our markets 
with cheap foreign vegetable oil Is a 
far more aerlous thing than most 
people appreciate. 
It Is estimated 
* that in 1929 the United States im­ 
ported close to a billion pounds of 
vegetable oils, nearly half of which 
was classed as edible. 
During the World war edible fats 
were in great demand and brought 
high prices. As a result, many of 
the 
tropical 
countries 
increased 
their production which was stimu­ 
lated, in some cases, by laws which 
favored the planting of 
coconuts. 
In the Philippines for example, a 
law was 
passed some 
years ago 
which subside* d the coconut in­ 
dustry by relieving land planted to 
coconuts from paying any taxes. As 
a result .the acreage planted to co­ 
cona trees was greatly increased; 
and during the past few years this 
vast region has come into production 
which has lowered the price of co­ 
conut oil so that today It can be 
purchased at six and one-half cents 
per pound. 
As coconut oil forms the base for 
not only all imitation butter, but 
also substitutes for lard, it is hav­ 
ing a damaging 
influence on the 
price of all dairy products as well 
as animal products, so that the co­ 
conut is as much a sow as It is a 
cow. 
The agricultural interests 
have 
been calling for a tariff on vege­ 
table (His, but unfortunately much 
of the coconut oil is now coming 
from the Philippines, 
and 
there 
has been a policy not to set tariffs 
against the Philippines since they 
are oui protectorates. We will have 
either to change this policy or to 
get rid of the Philippines. 
As we 
! took over the Philippine Islands by 
international 
agreement, 
we will 
! have to release them by the same 
process .and this will probably take 
a good deal of time even if congress 
approves. 
The situation is critical, and we 
of the middle-west are vitally in­ 
terested in bringing about some­ 
thing which will correct the diffl- 
I culVf- 
While our government figures in 
the mail are quite accurate, we be­ 
lieve they are far too low in show­ 
ing the amount of excess 
butter, 
because considerable butter 
has 
been made on farms since the prices 
dropped, and this is not counted. 
We, nave a big over-supply of sweet 
cream in the consuming cities of 
the east, In New York City alone. 
there are 272.844 ten-gallon cans of 
frozen cream, over 100,000 of which 
are in excess of normal supply. 
Then we have a surplus of two and 
one-half million cans of evaporat­ 
ed and condensed milk; 
this, In 
terms of butter, would be about 
10,000,000 pounds additional, so we 
can safely say that our surplus over 
normal Is at least 50,000.000 pounds 
of 
butter; 
certainly 
enough 
to 
cause this severe drop in prices. 
Our consumption of butter in the 
United States is about 
seventeen 
pounds per capda, which, compared 
with many of the foreign countries. 
is very low 
Some of our states are 
now doing far better .the consump­ 
tion in California being over twen­ 
ty-four pounds per capita, 
If we 
all consumed butter as they do in 
California, we would not only be 
able to pick up the surplus, 
but 
would be many millions or pounds 
short 
Canada 
consume* 
several 
pounds more 
than we do; 
while
